THE CONGRESSIONAL INVESTIGATIONS, 

Though the developments of the Credit Mo- 
bilier investigation are slow, no day passes with- 
out bringing to the surface some new evidence 
of Congressional corruption. Mr. Durant’s tes- 
timony, on Saturday, furnishes an indication of 
corruption that has never yet been exposed, and 
which there seems a determination to suppress. 
While Durant testified that he had personally 
never paiil a dollar for tue influence of a mem- 
ber of Congress, he swore that he had been ap- 
proached by a member, in 1864, who offered to | 
sell his vote. At another time, four members of 
Congress came to him, purporting to represent 
some forty votes, and desired to negotiate them. 
Durant says that he declined to treat for them ; 
but it ig not probable that, while Mr. Stewart 
and other lobbyists had several hundred thou- 
sand dollars to be used in this way, the forty 
Congressional votes failed to find purchasers. 
Whether they were paid by Mr. Durant, Mr. 
Oakes Ames, Mr. Stewart, or Mr. Somebody Else, 
the money came out of the Union Pacifico job. 
And no matter where the money came from, 
there is no reason to doubt, after Durant’s state- 
ment, that there was at one time in Washington 
a Congressional Syndicate for the negotiation and 
sale of yotes, which were disposed of .by the 
The Nineteen that at one time sold their 
infuencé and votes in the Common Council of 
Chicago in a common pool, must take a back 
seat, both as to numbers and as to systematic 
catering te bribery. Their business was in par- | 
celling out small offices to the highest bidders, 
and making common prey of such little jobs as 
presented themselves from time totime. The 
sum of $25 or $50 apiece was regarded by the 
members of this Chicago Credit Mobilier as am- 
ple compensation. They were but feeble imi- 
tators of the Congressional Combination which 
threw out their nets for bigger fish, and counted 
the proceeds by the thousands. The Chicago 
Syndicate for the sale of Council votes was 
broken down. How will it be with the Congres- | 
sional Bribe-takers ? Is it true that the punish- 
ment for bribery must decrease inversely as to 
the increase of the bribe?

By his own confession, he is guilty 
of having used his Congressional place for the 
single purpose of bribing his colleagues. His 
expulsion is demanded by every idea 
ot justice and honor. It will un- 
doubtedly be followed by a more complete and 
convincing exhibit of corruption, and a surer 
identification of those who are guilty, than the 
famous ‘‘ memorandum book has yet divulged. 
Will the House dare to expel Ames? Let Mr. 
Durant be compelled to give the names of the 
four Congressmen who came to him to negotiate 
‘forty Congressional votes. Nobody doubts 
that the exposure of the four would eventually 
lead to the exposure of the forty. There is said 
to be honor among thieves, but those who have 
watched the testimony in the Credit Mobilier in-

the facts to the Benate. 

This last suggestion was mails the 
sumption that the Legislatures of the States 
could never be degraded to such an extent that 
mere party success as the result of bri- 
bery would overcome all sense ot shame 
and indignation. It was true that thé 
Legislature of Pennsylvania refused to inves- 
tigate ‘le bribery of the Democrats who voted for 
Simon Cameron; to have done so would have 
resulted in having his election set aside;

BANK DEFALCATIONS. 

New Hampshire is greatly agitated over the 
recent defalcation of Shute, the Cashier of the 
Granite State Bank and the Treasurer of the 
Savings Bank, at Exeter. The entire amount 
abstracted from the Savings Bank was $120,651, 
and from the National Bank $50,000. The un- 
lawful use of the bank funds had been going on 
for a great while. As he was the managing offi- 
cer of both institutions, when an examination of 
the one was made he would produce the secuti- 
ties of fo make geod the deficits, and 
vice versa. 

Coramenting upon this defaloation, the Boston 
Herald makes the very sensible suggestion that 
vacations would be a safeguard against bank 
frauds, and claims that there has not been a sin- 
gle instance of defalcation in any bank or office 
in Boston during the past twenty-five years, 
where the defaulter was not constantly at his 
post, working from morning to night, anxious 
even, to work evenings and Sundays, and always 
refusing to take vacations. In view of this fect, 
it recommends that banks shall insist 
upon their employes taking vacation 
once or twice a year. The proposition fs an em- 
inently prudent one, and would undoubtedly 
tend to render the property of depositors more 
secure. There is no defalcation, however skil- 
fully conducted, which could be concealed any 
length of time in the absence of the Cashier or 
Teller engaged in it. He must be in the bank 
‘constantly, and have uninterrupted possession 
_of the books and accounts, to keep it from the 
vorutiny of others. An honest substitute in a 
dishonest Oashier’s place for two or three weeks 
would Le certain to discover the deficit in the 
bank’s accounts, The Cashier must be at his 
post uninteruptedly, and no other hand must 
prepare statements or balances but his to make 
success complete. Defalcations are not matters 
of a sudden impulse or hasty completion. . They 


are made very gradually, and may last through |. 


several years before they accummlate so that 
longer immunity from detection is impossible. 
All this time the guilty party must be at his 
post. From the very moment he commences,, 
he must give his unremitting attention in oov- 
ering to-day the tracks he made yesterday.

TEA, 

The Boston Glode recently furnished some 
very interesting statistics concerning the tea 
trade of this country since the repeal of the 
duty, which went into effect July 1, 1872. At 
the time of the repeal of the duty, sufficient fee 
for a year’s consumption had accumulated in the 
Custom Houses, but, as @ greater part of this 
had been sold in advance, the market was not 
seriously affected by taking off the duty. The 
shipments, however, continued about as usual 
from Chins and Japan, 24,307,949 pounds 
having been exported from June 1 to 
Oct. 16, against 26,692,262 in the pre- 
vious year, so that the market suffered 
and prices fell, making the wholesale price of 
tea about 22 cents lower, the duty making a dif- 
ference of 15 cents gold, or about 17 cents cur- 
rency; the real decrease in value, therefore, bo- 
ing about 5 cents. San Francisco is the main 
distributing point of a very large quantity of the 
tea consumed in the country. The indirect im- 
portations from Engiand have almost entirely 
ceased, likewise the tea trade with Canada, by 
reason of the duty of 10 per cent placed on 
Asiatic products imported through the United 
States. The San Francisco trade, however, is 
suffering, from the fact that it has recently been 
shown that tea can be brought from China 
to New York, and even to St. Louis, at less cost 
Francisco, The difference in price, however, 
has not yet materially benefited consumers. 
The demand from this country {s simply enor- 
mous. The United States is a nation of tea- 
drinkers. Old women, young women, old men, 
young men, even children, must have their daily 
‘allowance of the cup which cheers but not in- 
ebriates, which refreshes, and at the same time 
breaks down, the nerves of our female 
population quite as effectually as liqtors 
are breaking donn the nerves of 
our male population. The deleterious 
effects of tea are easily_accounted for. No arti- 
cle of commerce is adulterated to such an ex- 
tent. Recent experiments were made in Glas- 


gow, which showed that, out of twenty-seven | 


samples of black tes, six were genuine, twenty 


were more or less adulterated, and one co 
tained not a single leaf of genuine tea. Of |. 


‘eight specimens of green tea, every one was 
more or leas painted and adulterated. Mr, Rob- 
ert Fortune, in his recent work, The Tea Dis- 
tricts of China and India,” describes the 
process of tea-coloring. A light blue powder 
“is prepared by the Chinese in the propor- 
tion of four parts of gypsum to three parts of 
Prussian blue, and this is applied to the teas 


during the process of roasting. About five 


minutes before the tea is removed from the pans, 


the superintendent takes a small porcelain

tea are applied rather more than an ounce of | 


coloring matter, so that to every hundred pounds 
of colored green tea consumed in England or 
America the consumer drinks more than half a 
pound of Prussian blue and gypsum, The best 
authorities state that nowadays there is scarcely 
a hundred weight of pure green tea imported 
into England or America. The writer above 
quoted had curiosity enough to ask the Chinese 
- whether the tea would not be better without the 
colorings They replied, “ Certainly, it would,” 
and added that they never drink the dyed tea 
themselves, but as foreigners preferred to have 
the tea look uniform and pretty, and as Prussian 
blue and gypsum were very cheap, and the 
| foreigners were willing to pay extra prices, they 
accommodated them. One of the most curious 
facts connected with tea-drinking was developed 
by e recent analysis made in London, showing 
that the low-priced black teas * 
poorer classes were genuine. 
Considering the immense amount of tes an- 
nuually imported into this country, the fact that 
in a great many families tea is on the table three 
times a day, and the disclosures made concerning 
coloring and adulterations, it is little wonder 


that nervous women abound, for women do the 


most of the tea-drinking. In the face of all 
these facts, it ‘would be difficult 
toconvince any old or young woman, sitting 
own to ‘enjoy her compound of tea-leaves, 
Prussian blue, and gypsum, that it is injurious 
in its effects. It is one of the curiosities of 
trade, as well as of human nature, that people 
should deliberately prefer Prussian blue and 
gypsum in their tea at the high price to the 
pure article at a low price, and shows that peo- 
ple have so hardened and depraved their tastes, 
that, like confirmed whiskey-drinkers, it is only 
the adulterated article which gives them any 
The Yosemite Valley.
